We,   the  class  of  1958,   in  order  to  better  prepare  ourselves  to  take  our  places  in  society,  establish  new  friends,   and 
to  further    our  education,  began  our  journey  through  Edgerton-St.  Joseph  High  School  in  the  year  1954,   with  fifty -three 
members.  Our  advisor  was  Mr.  Roger  Strup,   and  our  officers  were  president,  Jim  Rinkel;  vice-president,  Lavon  Goebel; 
secretary -treasurer,  Judy  Kimpel;  and  student  council  member,   Rita  Nichols.  Officially  we  became  freshmen  October  12, 
when  the  sophomores  held  their  initiation  party  for  us.

raise  money  for  the  senior  trip  we  paid  $10  class  dues,  sold  Christmas  candy,   made  and  sold  pompoms,   and  presented 
our  play  "Father  Was  A  Housewife"  on  March  15  and  16.   We  spent  part  of  that  money  on  our  Junior-Senior  Banquet.  As 
our  theme  we  chose  the  beautiful  "On  the  Beach  of  Waikiki.  "
